SUFFER FROM HI 01 
POISONING SUNDAY 


MASSILLON, O., July 18.—(£»)— 
More than 100 persons were suf- 
lleved to be ptomaine poisoning, 
apparently from food eaten at a 
luncheon held in connection with 
the communist party's state rati- 
fication convention here. 


Approximately 300 were stricken 
with illness after 
the luncheon 


yesterday 
and 
hospital 
facilities 
were taxed beyond capacity to 
care for the sufferers. 
Most of 
the victims later were released, 
but about 100 were kept under 
treatment 
and several remained 


in a critical condition. 


The luncheon consisted of potato 
salad, luncheon meats and coffee. 
Confusion fell upon the conven.

All available doctors, nurses and

ment" was expressed this way by 
President Hoover in a let'.-r to 
Chairman Borah of the senate for- 
eign relations committee: 
"While I do not assume It to ,be 
the purpose of any of these agree- 
ments to effect a combined action 
of our debtors, if It shall be so 
interpreted then I do not propose 
that the American people shall be 
pressed into any line of action or 
that our policies shall be la any 
way influenced by such a combina- 
tion either • open or implied." 
Mr. Hoover expressed gratifica- 
tion at the settlement "oi the 
strictly European problem of rep- 
arations" but eald he wanted to 
make it "absolutely clear" that the 
United States i* not "In any v.-iy 
committed to such agreement*." 


The state department was par- 


ticularly interested in official Brit- 
ish statement* attempting to wipe 
out any Impreselon *h«t European 
nation* were combining to force 
war debt revision by the United 
State* and expressed pleasure at 
the British position that the Anf to- 
French accord would not keep 
Great Britain from discussing her 
debt* individually with the United 
States.

boxes. 


Wolfe and Hunter also were 


scheduled to apeak in San An- 
tonio tonight, but not in 
the 


same meeting. 
Wolfe planned to 


appear before a rally of prohibi- 
tionists. 


Wolfe said Ferguson was an 
anti-prohibitionist and that "Ster- 
ling talks prohibition and acts 
wit." 
He said that Governor 
Sterling was a stockholder in the 
Dayton 
Mercantile 
Company of 


Dayton, chartered In 1911 and that 
during his ownerhup of an Inter- 
est in the concern paid taxes as 
wholesale dealers and wholesale 
distributors of splrltous liquor. 


He accused Governor Sterling of 


approving action of his associates 
in using their Influence to have 
the question of resubmission of 
the Eighteenth 
amendment 
sub- 


mitted in the July 
Democratic 
primary. 


Stab at Prohibition. 
He said placing the question on 


worst stab at prohibition 
ever 
known In the state." 


Hunter bore down on his crit- 
icisms of the Texas state high- 
way department in his capital city 
speech, site of highway agenci' 
activities.

JULES J. JUSSERAND WAS 
GREAT FRIEND TO AMERICA 


AND HER PEOPLE 


PARIS, 
July 18.—(/P)—Jules J. 
,Tus«erand, 7, former French am- 
bassador to the United States, 
died this morning. 
For some time he had been 


suffering from a kidney ailment 
but his death was not expected. 
It was learned he had been un- 
rter the constant care nf a physi- 
cian for the pest eight days be- 
cause of a constitution weakened 
bv a series of kidney operations 
some years ago. 


Madame .Tusserand was with him 


when he died.
